The Secretary of the Emigrant Aid So- 
iety of the District of Columbia has re- 
eived a letter from Governor St John, 
resident of the Freeman's Belief ABSO- 
iation of Kansas, from which the fol- 
owing extracts are tnhe.ii: 


The tide of immigration continues 'to 
low Northward in an almost unbroken 
trcam, and, unless checked by the 
uarantine regulations established along 
be Mississippi, there is no telling just 
when it will stop. Wo find it very dif- 
Icult with the means at our command to 
relieve tho necessities of .the refngota, 
rat ore doing the best wo can, and have 
bus far prevented any actual suffering. 
t seems to me that the people of the 
forth do not comprehend the magnitude 
of this movement, otherwise they would 
certainly- take a greater interest in the 
matter. So far, our association had ex- 
ended aid to about four thousand desti 
.nte colored people. We have obtained 
employment for them aud placed them 
n such a situation that they are now 
self-sustaining; but it has cost a great 
deal of money. We have received some 
aid from abroad; in fact, from certain 
sections of the country quite liberal do 
nations have conic. The city of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, has given $1,600; but the 
jrtat city of Hew York, so far as 'I 
mow, 
has not given that many cents. 


What is needed is money. Our fnin1 > 
are nearly exhausted, and whether \\e 
shall receive fuither contributions uoth- 
ug but the future cnu determine. Of 
one thing, however, yon may rest as- 
sured — young Kansas will not falter in 
lier duty toward this people, and I only 
wish the entire country would wake up 
to tho magnitude of the movement. Our 
association has expended so (m for the 
relief of destitute refugees a little over 
$6,000.

riSUINO TACKLE 


One can soon be trying to entrap the 
speckled trout which abounds close to 
tho house. I say "trying" because 
that is all it amounted to in my case. 
The waters of Tahoe are so remarkably 
clear that at tho depth of fully 100 feet 
everj* stone on the bottom can be dis- 
tinctly seen. Even tho trout can be 
easily found. We came across large 
schools of them and- would dangle the 
bait in front of them, only to see them 
dodge it and wiggle away. An hour or 
two of this had a tendency to tire and 
disgust the angler. The trout are not 
bltmg in Tahoe now, it being spawning 
time, About nil that are caught arc 
found in tho small streams and nooks, 
where they are cornered and the min- 
now thrust down their throat. We had 
two messes of trout while at this camp, 
but paid two bits a pound for them. In 
a 'e\v weeks they will be hungry enough 
sijain and will eagerly grab anything in 
the shape of food, when fish will be 
cho'jp. A large number of boats and 
fishermen are constantly employed, with 
varied success. 


THE NIGHTS ABE COLD. 


In fact they are very cold. Each of 


our party had several heavy double 
blankets, but found they were frequent- 
ly hardly enough to keep one warm. 
Largo camp fires aided materially. One 
night wo made our bed over a wasp'g 
nest. For a few minutes after the dis- 
covery times wore lively, but only one 
stiug was recorded.

Stops over night Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days at Hot Springs BO that on follow- 
ing days one can go around the lake 
and return the same day.

As thin as a knife blade its cuts its way 
like a streak of lightning. Glenbrook 
is a busy place during the Summer, but 
shortly after the snow flies it 13 as dead 
as Shingle Springs, its inhabitants flee- 
ing to lower towns before they ore 
snowed in.
